Savannah Expects 
Something Startling. 

Savannah is full of stories today of new 
evidence and startling developments that 
are to come in the trial of Fife. The lit- 
tle town is torn with dissentions, and when 
the trial of Fife ends there will be many 
iawsuits if the threats that are made now 


are all carried out. 

One story circulated today is that Fife's 
lawyers will conduct his defense in such 
@ way that another man will be implicated 
in the murder. At present there are no in- 
dications of such a course. Should it be 
taken, an attack would have to be made by 
the defense on the character of Mrs. Addie 
Richardson, the widow of the murdered 
mat. 

Mre. Richardson has been summoned by 
the defense and will be one of Fife's best 
witnesses, The a reement between the 
Fifes and KRichardsons has been adjusted, 
and they will stand Marother in this trial. 

The two sons of the dead man are here 
and will be used as witnesses for the state. 
John Richardson, the oldest boy, came 
back from Alamogordo N. M., a week ago, 
and Frank, the boy who went into his 
father’s store the night before Christmas, 
7900, and told his father that his mother was 
not at the church entertainment, came back 
afew days ago. Mrs. Richardson sent the 
boys away, but brought them back again 
after she had been criticised for her action 

It ‘* now certain that Fife's defense will 
be an alibi, and he will try to show that he 
was about the public square in Savannah 
the night Richardson was killed. State and 
defending lawyers have tracked him from 
place to place, and the result of their work 
will be told by the witnesses. Nothing but 
circumstantial evidence has been found yet 
against the accused young man.

OF BUSINESS MEN. 

A peculiar feature of the personnel of the 
special jury is that many of those called 
are business partners of men who were 
witnesses for the state in the proceedings 
for a change of venue in the case of Kratz. 
The calling of the roll of witnesses for the 
defense resembled the roster of the House 
of Delegates. Nearly every member of that 
August body and some former members 
had been summoned. As in the Kratz trial, 
three witnesses, because of whose absence 
the case of Charles K Zz was set over 
for three weeks, were not present when 
their names were called. They are Ellis 
Wainwright, William N. Tamblyn and 
Charles A. Gutke.

ARCHBISHOP HAS ORDERED

HAD KIDNAPED OWN’ BABY 


RECAPTURED AFTER CHASE 


THROUGH WOODS. 


Deputy Sheriff’s Relentless Pursuit to 
Soothe Pride Injured at Easy Es- 
cape of Prisoner in Getting 
Away Through Window. 


GREENCASTLE, Ind., March 10.—Jacob 
Reynolds was rearrested and taken back 
to Kentucky with the little girl he is 
charged with having kidnaped from her 
mother, Mrs. 8. B. Warner of Hodgen- 
ville, Green County, Ky. 

The abduction oceurred Oct. 11, 1901, and 
Reynolds has been evading capture ever 
since, once in Evansville being so near the 


officers that they saw him and gave pur- 
suit. He got away that time and traveled 
over Indiana, folng into Canada, then Chi- 
cago, and finally back to Valparaiso, where 
he was arrested by Deputy Sheriff Cherry 
of Boonville, Ind. 


The most sensational episode in his ca- 
reer, however, was when he jumped from 
a train on the Monon railroad at Green- 
castle Junction with the kidnaped girl un- 
der his arm, escaping serious injury. 


Shackles Off, 

Jumped From Train. 

He had won the sympathy of the deputy 
sheriff because of the winsome little girl, 
and when Reynolds asked permission to 


take the little girl into the toilet room his 
handcuffs were removed and he went into 
the place with the child, locking the door. 

A little time later Cherry tried io get a'/| 
response from him. but without succ<ss, | 
and after a dangercus climb along the out-' 
side of the car Cherry found the closet win- 
dow raised. 

The conductor would not stop the train 
and Cherry could not get back to the junc- 
tion until several hours had passed, and 
then he was too late. He hunted all over' 
the @*rounding country for the fugitive, 
but cculd not hear of him until this after- 
noon he and Sheriff Cooper of this county 
learned of a man with a little girl in his 
arms who inqulired.at a town 10 miles north 
of here, 16 miles from the Greencastle Junc- 
tion, for the location of the nearesi rail- 
road and for thick woods. They went after 
this pair, and at Clinton Falls caught sight 
of him running through the fields. 

The two officers and a crowd of farmers 
hunted for them hours through hilis and 
cliffs, and finally he surrendered, and was 
brought here to be taken to Kentucky to- 
morrow with the child.

Reynolds is the father of the child, so he

Reynolds became tired of the girl, and, it is 
said, left her.

THE PASSING OF “CENTRAL.” 


From the World's Work. 

A very significant innovation is a tele- 
phone wystem that does away with “Cen- 
tral." In practicable and successful opera- 
tion in Fall River, Mass., is a telephone ex- 
change providing an automatic ar- 
rangement whereby the subscriber, 
by revolving a disk—somewhat like 
the disk of a combination safe— 
until it checks off the number he wishes to 
call for, “rings up’ the number. Bring- 
ing the “‘combination” to the first number 
in the series he wishes causes a switch in 
the ““Central’’ exchange to swing to a cer- 
tain group of contacts; the next number 
narrows the selection to a certain number 
of contacts in the group; the last brings it 
to the identical spot reyuired. The caller 
then pushes a button and the connection 
is established. If the line is busy, a buzz- 
ing noise gives him warning. The calls
